By way of 
a little further information (rattling of maps prevented words being heard) 
that Mobil wishes to combine into one. The small lot down here on the 
corner, there is presently a Gulf Oil Station with a storage permit to 
store 11,000 gallons of gasoline...one small lot here, Up here in the 
upper lot is a white house on Oak Hill Road and on the back lot here is 

a red house with actual frontage on Route 9. Mobil planned proposal is 
to buy all three lots, consolidate them and operate one single gasoline 
station that will be located some place in here as shown on the plot plan 
in front of you. And what they would want to do is take these storage 
tanks, locate here and move them back here on the consolidated lot. 
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They would also in the process like to increase the storage capacity of the new 
lot up to the limit that you just read, the theory being that if we can get the 
tanks back in here from their present location in here and increase their size, 
it would make it a lot easier for the gasoline tank trucks to get in off Route 9 
to get back to where the tanks are to get out of the way to eliminate any hazard 
while they are filling the tanks. Also with the larger size tank, the trucks will 
come much less frequently than they would at present. The entire lots-three- 
that would be combined into one is business zoned, a matter that went before the 
Board of Appeals, to have a gas station in a business zone, a determination must 
be made that it is neither offensive nor detrimental. A decision was filed by 
the Board of Appeals that such a use would not be offensive nor detrimental, and 
in fact, would be an asset to the neighborhood. The condition attached to the 
decision is that some evergreen-type trees be planted around the perimeter so 
every effort is going to be made to make it appealing to the neighbors, to the 
abutters, and as I say, the whole purpose is to move the storage tanks back to 
make it easier to get the trucks in and out to fill them, to increase the number 
of gallons that can be stored, to decrease the frequency at which the trucks must 
comes. Jl think the real danger is when the tanks are being filled from the trucks 
there in the yard. That's when you have the fumes in the air. That's when you 
have the likelihood of cars trying to sneak in between the truck and the pumps 

to get gas and the likelihood of cars scraping against the truck causing sparks 
and the fumes in the air are trouble. If they can push the tanks back onto the 
increased size lot to get them back out of the way, get the trucks there a little 
less often than they otherwise need, I think public safety would be greatly im- 
proved and the danger or the possibility of any accidents or explosions or fires 
would be greatly decreased. There isn't a whole lot more I can say, but I would 
be happy to answer any questions you might have. These gentlemen could get into 
the engineering end of it, if you have any questions along that line.

The Petitioners were both present. Mr. Philip Jaffe and Mr. Paul Torrey (engineer) 
represented the Chevron Oil Co., the prospective buyer of this land. Registered receipts 
were presented to the Selectmen. 


The Chevron Oil representatives explained that the property was so zoned so that 
permission to use this property for certain use had to be obtained from the local 
Zoning Board of Appeals. Petition was made to the Zoning Board of Appeals and event- 
ually "it worked its way to the Supreme Judicial Court of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. The Supreme Court did uphold the local Zoning Board of Appeals' decision that 
the property could indeed be used for service station use." ‘During the course of the 
initial presentation to the ZBA, such items as - need for a service station, lighting 
in the area, hours of operation, resale of junk cars and scrapping cars, etc. were 
discussed and were outlined as restrictions by the Zoning Board of Appeals. They 
stated that no vehicles could be wrecked or no wrecker-type vehicle for towing pur- 
poses could be used on the premises. They said that lighting could be installed so 
as not to disturb the area residents. They indicated that the basic hours would be 
normally 7 aome to 10 pem. except on an occasional emergency. That no junk, unusable 
or for-sale cars could be stored on the property. They also referred to the storage 
of rubbish, keeping the property clean, etc. We are now here requesting permission 
to store gasoline on this property... We have presented to the Selectmen a proposed 
layout as to how the service station would sit on the property..ewhere the gasoline 
would be stored, how the traffic would enter and exit, where the lighting in the 
entrances and exits would be located, where the pump lights would be located. The 
building will be a brick, Colonial-type building and I submit an exact picture of the 
she we desire to build." (The picture was shown to the 15 or so interested resi- 
dents). 


The Fire Chief was asked for a report and he replied that as long as the installation 
was constructed according to State standards, he would have no objection. 


Selectman Dumont questioned if there have been any discussion about the area, the 
fact that it is a basically filled area, whether there has been any problem with 
regard to drainage in connection with this site. Has there been any review of this 
proposed use by the Conservation Commission in connection with drainage, low-land, 
Hatch Act. 


Answer by Chevron representatives: "As you might note, the way we have laid this 
station out, we have stayed strictly to what you might refer to as the highlands 
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section of this particular property. There is a retaining wall here which we do 

show filling in perhaps 20 feet beyond. You will also note that it is still well _— 
back from what is designated as the swamp or water area and we have no present 

plan of encroaching or filling on the swamp or the border area whatsoever but to 

stay within basically the highland, plus filling a small portion here which is not 
swampland and which is actually a State highway culvert which goes through here 

which again drains into here and which we are not going to interfere with... Of 

course, we are going to have to gain a permit for a septic system which we plan on 

putting well up here in the back - again in the highlands so that it will be totally 
removed from the natural swamp area which is designated on the map.'"' 


Selectman Dumont questioned as to where the proposed station building is going to 
be located in relation to the present building. (This was shown on the plan.) 


Chevron representatives stated again: "Oil companies deal with getting customers 
safely in and out...if our study violates this, if we didn't feel we could get people 
safely in and out, we wouldn't be here tonight or we wouldn't try to do any business. 
If someone had an accident or a number of accidents, we are going to be out of bus- 
iness. It was studied by our people and it was felt that there would be no traffic 
accidents whatsoever. This was presented to the Board of Appeals. As far as the 
storage tanks are concerned, they are built for a 25-30 year life.'' A question was 
raised concerning any danger from underground storage tanks in a wet area. Mr. 
Torrey said that noncorrosive tanks were used with a special concrete mat under- 
neath. In answer to a question as to what steps were being taken to prevent waste 
oil from reaching the wetlands, Mr. Jaffe said that the 1,000 gallon waste oil tank 
was now being used by the company to prevent such problems. A resident inquired 
about plans for a septic system and was reminded that the Board of Health would — 
have to issue a permit for a system before a building permit was granted.

It has developed that the recent conditional approval of the subdivision 
is preventing Data General from using its Route 9 frontage and therefore making 
it impossible to obtain zoning permits for the proposed new building. Mr. 
O'Connell stated that the approval called for a covenant not to build until all 
the roads were completed and final approval of the subdivision plan was dependent 
upon a ruling following a Hatch Act hearing. Mr. Shocket said that the application 
has been made for the hearing. The only alternate to a covenant was a bond and 
Mr. Caterino is unwilling to bond the road construction. Mr. Shocket explained that 
his client did not want to tie up funds in bonds he needed for construction. It 
was brought out that Data General was withholding $200,000 from Caterino on the 
purchase of its land and facility against completion of the road. Selectmen ques- 
tioned Highway Superintendent Boland on the possible cost of completing the road 
system with two exits on Route 9. It was Mr. Boland's opinion that the cost would 
be between $350,000 and $400,000. The Selectmen expressed concern over the possible 
traffic hazards that would be created on Route 9 if the subdivision plans were not 
approved and Data General, no longer part of the subdivision, could apply on the 
basis of its Route 9 frontage. Access would be limited to that portion of Coslin 
Drive, so-called, constructed from Route 9 to the present facilities. 


Judge Brewin, in response to Mr. Decastro's statement that if construction 
did not begin shortly, the project would have to wait until Spring, said no zoning 
permit could be issued until after the 2l-day appeal time following the October 19 
Zoning Board of Appeals Hearing. 


Selectman Bartolini suggested that Mr. Decastro consider bonding the work 
to the town with the $200,000 hold-back money plus the difference between this fund 
and construction cost. Mr. Decastro expressed tentative agreement subject to sub- 
mission of a more exact construction figure as soon as possible. 


Mr. Shocket told the Board he had no knowledge of Data General's intention 
to start construction this Fall during his recent negotiations with the Planning 
Board on the subdivision. 


It was determined that all the parties would be informed of the road com- 
pletion costs and a tentative meeting set for October 19 to resolve the bonding 
1lssue.
